Senator Chnmberlain was born on 


a plantation near Natchez, Jliss.. 
January 1, 1854, and his early edu- 
cation was obtained in private and 
later in the public schools of Nat- 
chez.

1870 to June, 1872, when he went to j 
Lexington, Va., where he was grad- 
uated from Washington 
and Lee 


university. He lived in his old home 
only a short tune after graduation, 
and took up his residence in Oregon, 
December 6, 1876.

school in Linn county and during the 
latter part of 1877 was appointed 
deputy county clerk there.
